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A molded flexible circuit assembly, as claimed, with a number of circuit die 
attached to a flexible tape, encapsulated by molded encapsulation units formed of 
molded encapsulating material, in combination with a number of removable stiffeners, 
integral to said encapsulation units, formed of said molded encapsulation material, has 
not been disclosed by prior art alone or in combination. Integral means attached with 
and formed at the same time the mold runners and molded circuit elements are formed 
and removable means can be removed at the same time the mold runners are removed 
after the processing of the molded circuit elements is completed, as shown in figure 4 
and enabled by the disclosure.
